NOTE: The proposal to amend claims 1, 4 f 7 such that the "simple output indicates a content of an order for the data 
registered with the data management unit" would present claims not specifically considered prior to final rejection. The Examiner notes 
that where claims 28, 30, 32 have "displaying on the display a simple image", it is obtained by "opening the display icon" "corresponding to 
a stored image data set", while "registering the image for ordering" refers to what is associated with "the order icon". 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Nagasaka shows the registration of image icons 
with a destination, and Fredlund shows the specification of an order with a screen having user-manipulable screen regions. Fredlund 
provides a preview of what is to be sent to the photofinishing facility, which is analgous to the destination devices in Nagasaka. Nagasaka 
teaches that destination icons can be intermediate, which would have motivated the person having ordinary skill to look within such a 
source to show what is to be presented as an order as in Fredlund. 
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
